Twelve Persons Aro Killed, Twenty- 
F ile Injured and Several of the 
Latter, It Is Thought, 
Cannot Survive.

bound passenger train on the Nickle 
P lat* road collided w ith a w estbound 
freight train Sunday ut K ishm an, O., 
near Vermillion, resulting In the death 
of 
tw elve 
persons, 
while 
a t 
least 
tw enty-flve others w ere injured, eight 
of whom will probably die. T he w reck, 
according to the officials of the com ­ 
pany, w as caused by a m isu n d erstan d ­ 
ing of orders or neglect to obey them 
on the p art of the crew of the freight 
train . 
The forw ard cars of the freight train 
w ere splintered to fragm ents. 
Of the 
passengers In the sm oker none escaped 
Injury. 
F o rtu n ately there w as no fire. 
The Injured w ere hurdled to Lorain 
and placed in the hospital. 
The dead 
w ere conveyed to m orgues a t Lorain. 
W hen the train s came together a l­ 
m ost everybody in the sm oker w as doz­ 
ing 
T he sudden Jalr hurled them out 
of th eir seats Into the aisle and threw' 
several perrons to Hie roof and aldea of 
the car, which seem ed all crushed In 
paper hags, pinning down each 
like 
passenger In the position in which he 
w as caught. T he passengers In the sec­ 
ond car escaped easily as the violence 
of the im pact w as not so severe, a l­ 
though few got off 
w ithout 
bruises, 
sp rain s or broken bones. 
The tw o rear 
cars w ere sleepers and they withstood 
the shock w ithout 
suffering

harm . 
No passengers In the sleepers 
w ere injured.

‘The engineer of the passenger train 
w as nipped betw een the engine and 
tender and w hen we found him he w'as 
hanging head down by the shreds of 
one leg over the side of the engine. Two 
m en held him in an up rig h t position for 
over half an hour b e fire we w ere able 
to release him. 
He died shortly a fte r- 
w arti. 
H e w as conscious only a p art of 
the tim e.”

MANUAL TRAINING IN THE SCHOOLS. 


The following editorial from the 
Houston Post contains so much 
good hard sense that The Eagle re­ 
produces it with the strongest a p ­ 
proval: 
In bisannual report to the H ous­ 
ton school board, Superintendent 
Horn emphasizes 
the 
pressing 
need of night schools and manual 
training. 
The board could under­ 
take nothing so important to our 
public school system as manual 
training, and even if it were nec- 
sssary to c u r t a i l some other 
branches of instruction in order to 
iflford facilities for teaching the 
youth of the city to “ do some­ 
thing,” it should by all means be 
done. 
We do not underestimate the 
importance of the high school, nor 
do we advocate its elimination 


from the course of public instruc 
don, but it is clearly of less im­ 
portance to the average girl or boy 
compared with manual training. 
Pupils who desire higher educa­ 
tion will always find a way to ob­ 
tain it. 
Experience proves it by 
thousands of instances where boys 
and girls are working their way 
through college, and history af­ 
fords some illustrious examples of 
men who, through self-denial and 
hard work, have made their own 
way into the ranks of scholarship 
and achievement 
The majority of boys and girls 
who attend the public schools, 
however, are destined to be merged 
into the great body of toilers. 
They m ust win their bread with 
their hands as well as with their 
heads. 
Therefore 
their 
hands 
should be trained to usefulness to 
the end that they may become 
productive units in the world of 
work. 
The great trouble with the boys 


and girls of the time is th a t they 
do not know how to do anything 
and they rarely learn how to do 
anything well. And this is largely 
the case because of the lack of op­ 
portunity to learn. Most boys and 
girls leave school without finish- 
ing the high school course and 
they go out into the world in­ 
adequately equipped for the strug­ 
gle upon which they enter. 
A knowledge of some mechanical 
art ought to be had by every boy, 
rich or poor, and no girl is too rich 
or too good to acquire knowledge 
of the domestic arts. 
Nor should 
manual training be made an elect­ 
ive couree. 
Every public school 
pupil should be required to take 
it, or some branch of it. 
The need of night schools is pal­ 
pable. Children who are compelled 
to work for a living should be af­ 
forded some facilities for mental 
improvement. 
It has been dem on­ 
strated in many cities that the 
public night school is one of the 
most valuable branches of a public 
school system. 
Houston should 
not be behind in this respect. 
We are justly proud of our pub­ 
lic schools and what The Post says 
is not intended as criticism of 
what has been done, but as a sug­ 
gestion for further progress in the 
line of perfecting our system of 
public education so as to enable it 
to confer the greatest amount of 
good possible upon the community. 
We feel sure that the school 
board will at the earliest practica­ 
ble moment find a way to add 
these desirable features to our pub­ 
lic school system.
